Soclallat8 to Be Expelled From Ger- 
many—The Czar and the 
Kaiser.

London, Sept. 17.— The Dilly Newi this 
morning, has an artlole expressing the hope 
that the Dofender and Valkyrie III may yet 
get a friendly tuBsle, which oonoludes : 
"Lord Dunravon wont to ascertain which 
waa the boat yacht, and ho ought not to re- 
turn leaving the point still in dispute. He 
owea muob to himself and his oountry, and 
more, if poBaiblo, to tho American commit- 
tee whioh throughout has troatod him with 
studied oourtoBy. " 

There is a vague roport horo that a North 
Gorman Lloyd stoamahip has been sunk and 
150 persona drowned. Tho rumor does not 
state tho name of the vessel er the locality 
of tho accident, but inquiries are being 
made. 

Lord Beaumont, who has boen Bhooting 
on hia Yorkehiro estato, waB found dead to- 
day with his head shattered. It is auppoBod 
that his gun was accidentally dischargod as 
he waa croaking a stile. 

There have boon 12 new cases of cholera 
reported at Tangiers. The deatha ftom the 
disease numbor 11 so far. 

It is reported that a rebellion has broken 
out on tho border of Fokien. The insur- 
gents aro said to havo occupied the town of 
Heng Long, from which the officials dad, 
leaving the peoplo to the mercy of the 
rebels. A detachment of Imperial troops 
are advancing to give battle to them, 

Sir Edward Malot, tho retiring ambassa- 
dor to Germany, has declined & peerage, 
because his wife would lose rank by hia ele- 
vation. Sbo takes precedence of a countess 
by virtue of being a daughter of a duke, but 
if her husband ehould become a peer she 
would rank as his wife. 

Earl Dufferin will, it is reported, soon re- 
tire from the position of British ambassador 
at Paris, and speculation as to who his sue 
coaaor will bo is aotive. Opinion is divided 
between Sir Julian Paunoefoto, British am- 
bassador at Washington City, and Lord 
Cromer, minister to Egypt. 

William Waldorf Astor's peculiar office 
building on the Thames embankment has 
just been completed. It is surrounded with 
a wrought iron paliaado of intricate work- 
manship and its internal fittings are still 
more lavish, making it the most sumptuous 
place of business in London. 

Thoro aro rumors of the approaching mar- 
riage of tho Marquis of Worcester. Saould 
they prove true, the ovenb might have a 
vital bearing on the fortunes of the sou of 
Lidy Somerset, the nephew of the Marquis 
of Woroestor, who, up to this time, had 
oomc to be regarded as the future Duke of 
Beanfort. 

The German firemen on board the Amer- 
ican Line steamship St. Louis were in a con- 
dition of semi-mutiny during the time the 
veaaol was at Southampton this week. They 
are for the most part unable to speak Eng- 
lish and appear to be jealous of the preaence 
of Englishmen amongat them. They en- 
gaged in a general fight on Wednesday, In 
the course of which an English trimmer waB 
stabbed and thrown oveiboard, the Gorman 
firemen threatening to kill him if he should 
roturn. 

The German government has decided to 
expel all foreign socialists from the country. 
The Boorse.'i Z sitting predicts tho advent of 
a military dictatorship. 

The Contre in preparing a great Italophobe 
demonstration for September 20, the anni- 
versary of the entry of Italian troops into 
Rome. 

The Czar has sont most friendly greetings 
to the KaiBer. Intrigues are Incroaeing, 
whioh havo for thoir object the removal of 
Prince Hohenloho from power. 

It ia admitted at the German foreign office 
that tho viait of Princo Hohenloho, the 
Imperial chancellor, to St. Petersburg, had a 
semi-official charaotor. The Prince went in 
the first place to ask that hia wife might re- 
tain poeseBsion of the estates in Russia 
which she inherited a few years ago from 
her brother, Princo Say-Wittgenstein, but 
ho had a further mission, which waB to con- 
fer with Princo LobanofF, tho Russian minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, with regard to the 
Ruaao Gorman ontento in the event of 
further troubles in the far East and to effect 
a general understanding with the political 
situation. It la understood tho official mis- 
sion of Princo Hohonloho was measurably 
euecoBaful. Aa to bis porsonal errand, he 
waa ontlroly Buocessful, the Czar readily 
granting PrinoesB Hohenloho permission to 
retain her Russian oBtateB, which are said to 
be worth 50,000,000 marks. It is not im- 
probable that ono of tbo younger sons of 
Princo Hohenloho will temovo to RuBaia to 
reaido pormanontly, and so qualify himself 
lor tho Wittgenstein estates. 

The promotion of Count von Waideraeo to 
bo fiold marshal of Germany haB directed at- 
tention snow to a man who is destined to 
play a leading part in tho next ereab war in 
which Germany is engaged. Von W alder- 
goo is regarded ub Von Molt lie's ablest pupil. 
Hia handling of tho army corps at the Stot- 
tln macieuvroB proved him to be a capable 
strategist, whilo his co.pa was shown to be 
ono of tho best drilled In the PruaBian army. 
Slnco tho Emperor's denunciation of so- 
cialists the seizure of socialist papers and 
tho arrost of their editors have b.<en inci- 
dents of almosD daily occurrence. Tho Vob- 
siohe Zeitung of thiB city warns tho govern- 
ment againBD ill-advlBod attacks upon the 
liberty of the press. It is known that Count 
von Eulenberg, who ia credited with having 
great influence wibh Emporor William, has 
boen strongly advising his sovereign toward 
more vigorous repressive enactments, A 
Hamburg newspaper deolaros that the im- 
perial chancollor, Prinoo Hohenlohe, will re- 
sign his office if the Emporor should insist 
upon tho introduction of any such moaauro. 
Many journals counsel tho government to 
seek to remove the oauees of discontent 
which feed the socialist flame, rather than 
hastily endeavor to suppress agitation, per- 
secution having only served to increase the 
zeal of its propagandists, 

The Conservatives are meeting; thoattaoks 
of Baron von Hammeratoln impugning their 
political Integrity with vigor. Tho Erenz 
Zoitung publishes a statement to-day which 
la signed by Count von Fluckeneteln, to tho 
effect that Baron von Hammerateln waa 
suspended from the position of chief editor 
of that paper in July, and since then faota 
have been broughb to light which have 



compelled tho committee to finally broak off 
all relatione with the baron, and that the 
matter has been placed in the hands of the 
public prosecutor. In addition the Kreuz 
Zeitung atatos that it is found upon compe- 
tent authority that Von Hammersteln re- 
signed hia seat in tho Relohatag and TJnter- 
haus on the 11th inst. 

A caterpillar plague is destroying all tho 
greon crops in the vicinity of Berlin and in 
Silesia. 

The firsb Berlin eleotrio oar lino was 
opjnod for business on Thursday. 

Julia Bulkloy, of the University of 
Chicago, has obtained the degree of doc 
tor of philosophy at the University of Zu- 
rich. 

Tho Britlah Soientlfio Association, the an- 
nual aoasion of whioh began at Ipawich on 
Wednesday laat, waadisappolnted at the ab- 
aetco of Lord Salisbury, the retiring proai- 
den\ whoBO physiciauB forbade him to par- 
ticipate in the sitting of the society on ac- 
ccuut of hia health. There was much intor- 
eat In a paper read by Mr. Borchgrevink, 
giving an account of his recent visit to tho 
Antartio. There was a dull und academic 
discussion of the bi metallic proposition. 
Mr. Grehl, secretary of the Gold Standard 
Defence Association, spoke for the monomot- 
alliatsand read to the association tho already 
published letter from Mr. Gladstone. 

Tbo nowapapors of the motropoliB hive 
not oeased to comment on the fiasco of the 
races for tho America's cup. Tho press is 
praotlcally unanimous in the expression of 
tho opinion that thore will bo no more chal- 
lengea to sail for the famous trophy during 
tho preaent generation. The National Ob- 
server says that the topic has become a dia- 
guatiDg rather than an interesting one. 
Tho Spectator's artiolo dwells ab consider- 
able length on the mannorin which America 
has always led the way in yachb building, 
and complimonta what ib characterizes as 
the astonishing ability of the Herreshofls in 
the designing and building of yachts, whioh, 
it adds, ia all tho more noteworthy because 
one of the brothers has lost his sight. The 
Spectator then continues that tho publio is 
tiring of the system which requires that ex- 
pensive boats Bhall bo built yearly for tho 
apecial purpoao of competing for tho Amer- 
ica's cup, and predicts that the small raters 
will anon bo restored to favor unloaB there 
ahall ba Borne radical change in yacht build- 
ing which will insure undoubted superiority. 

BURNED AT SEA. 

Steamer Iona Destroyed Between Edinburgh 
and Loudon 'With Several Lives. 

London, Sept. 16 — Fire broke out on the 
Bteamer Iona from Edinburgh to London and 
tho dimes spread with so muoh rapidity that 
before aid could reaoh the vessel six paesen- 
gorB and tho stewardess were burned to 
death. The fire was put out aftor a four 
hours' struggle. The fire broke oub whan 
tbo Iona was off Claoton, Ib originated in 
the lamp room near the second cabin in the 
forepart of the vessel. The passengers wore 
aroused and it waa supposed that all had es- 
caped. While the crew were buBy fighting 
tho flames the Boldiers on board assisted in 
lowering tho boats and supplying the pas- 
sengers with Ufa belts. There waB no wind 
and the sea was perfeobly smooth. Thera 
was, however, so much excitement and con- 
fusion that the captain was unable to re- 
store order. Suddenly it was discovered 
that Borne women acel children were missing. 
The stewardess re. entered the burning cabin, 
it is presumed to try and resoue the missing, 
but Bhe also perished. Darkness and the 
two columns of smoke isiuing from tho cabin 
combined to make a horrible scene. Here 
waB a passenger rushing to and fro in anguish 
seeking hia wife and there another, searching 
a daughter. Not until three compartments 
had boen burned did ib become possible bo 
enter the cabin where were discovered the 
ohaned remains of six women and a child. 
Then tho engines of the steamer were started 
up again and the veaaol proceeded to Lon- 
don. Thore are various rumors as to the 
origin of the firo. Some of the pr„?songors 
allege thab the male passengeos aoted in a 
cowardly manner, Booking their own eafety 
instead of aaaiating tho women and children 
into the boats.

MIDWAY.

The trial shipment of ore from tho Smug- 
gler claim at Fairview, recently sent to tho 
Taooma smelter, gave after the expenses for 
smelting had been deducted, a net return of 
8143 70. Much free gold is met with in the 
ore at present and some of the spocimons are 
of a peculiarly rioh character. 

George Cook looated last month a claim in 
the Wellington camp, tho Jim, which prom- 
lion ono day to develop into a valuable mine. 
The ore ia a copper sulphate and is suppoBod 
will assay between $25 and $30 in gold. The 
ledge is known to be 50 feet wide. 

S. S. Fowler, M. E , has been engaged in 
laying out the site for the smelter at Mid- 
way. 

Mr. Finch, of 3pokano, prominently 
known in mining olroles, visited several of 
the principal properties in Boundary laat 
week. His expectations, ho said, were far 
exceeded, and he wob particularly astonish- 
ed at the slza of tho great copper lodges in 
Greenwood. 

The managor of the Strathoyre company 
at Fairview is awaiting the arrival of shoes, 
dies and other necessary michinery for tho 
stamp mill before starting the mill ou a run 
of ore which is awaiting troatmont. 

The severe frost on Thuraday and Friday 
nights damaged very conaldorably Mr. Hop- 
per's bean and corn cropB. 

Tho proprietors of tho Spotted Horeo havo 
juBt completed tho third assessment. The 
silver goes probably from 12 to 40 ounces to 
the ton. 

Anothor largo body of ore haB been struck 
on the ranch of Mr. Lourow, Anarchist 
mountain, and tho proprietors, who are try- 
ing to ascertain tho extent of tho deposit, 
havo already stripped tho ledge to a width 
of 50 feet, without having as yet looated 
tho walla. It Ib a large body of hematic ore, 
similar in character to that found on Kruger 
mountain, also to the east and west of 
Boundary creok, the north fork of Kettle 
river, and those of Trail oreek. 

K AM LOOPS.

Embarking hero also wore 30 odd 
Chinamon and sevoral Japs, A big miscel- 
laneous freight comprised tho cargo. 

THE BUSY " XiOBNB." 

Tho tug Lome, Capt. Brown, has had no 
leisure time lately. Yesterday she came in 
from tho Cape and immediately rocoivod or- 
ders to tow to Vancouver the Norwegian 
bark Prinoo Louis, whioh arrived in Royal 
Roads one day last week, boing tho seisond 
of the fleet of the six " Princea " coming to 
British Columbia for lumber cargoes and 
which, as previously stated, load at tho 
Hastings mill. After dropping her tow tho 
Lome next proceeds to Departuro Bay for 
the coal hulk Robert Kerr to tako to Van 
oouver. She next comos down to Viotoria 
for the barks Shakespeare and Aroturus 
Tho former bark has just finished die 
charging English oargo at the outer wharf, 
and is going to Vancouver for lumber cargo 
for South Afrioa. The latter bark ia not 
going so far, aa her destination is Ganges 
Harbor, Salt Spring Island, where she loads 
lumber on Robert Ward & Co.'s aocount for 
Santa Rosalie. She was towed In from eea 
by the American tug Pioneer. The latter 
made fast to the outer wharf shortly after 
midday. 

THE "MIO WERA'S" OSJTWABD TRIP. 
On Friday or Saturday next — It ia unoer 
tain whioh— the R. M. S. Miowera will be 
given diepatoh for the Southern Pacific 
Whether or not she will land at Honolulu is 
still doubtful. According to prosent inten 
tions, it is understood, she will call there, 
but instead of docking will disoharge freight 
and passengers into a lighter. This will in 
volve a special freight rate to shippers, and 
will tend to limit the vessel's cargo.

Fears That the Natives May Revolt 
aud Cause Serious 
Trouble. 



Condition of Affairs at the Latest 
Advices— The Action of the 
Authorities. 

San Francisco, Sept. 16.— Private advices 
from Honolulu state that cholera han ob- 
tained a stronger foothold on tho Hawaiian 
•apit&l than the authorities are willing to 
adroit. The natives are said to be much in- 
censed at the Honolulu health officials, and 
do not willingly obey their orders- They 
not only conceal new oases from the authori- 
ties, but decline to use the treatment pre- 
scribed, and hide tho fatalities resultant 
from the epidemic. The natives will not 
trust themselves in the hands of the board 
of health if they oan avoid it, believing that 
such treatment moans certain death. They 
are much excited over the spread of the dis 
ease, whiob they asoribe to tho unpopular 
board of health. 

It is predicted that unless tho dhease 
abates or some chango is made in its man- 
agement the natives may revolt and resort 
to riots aud incendiarism. There are physi 
clans in Honolulu who enjoy the confidence 
of tho nativeo, bub these doctors aro not in 
favor with the hoalth board, and can take 
no prominent part in the suppression of tho 
epidemic. If put In control these men might 
do more than tho entire board of health, for 
tbey could convince tho natives thab the 
sanitary regulations are fov their good, aud 
not part of a whito man's plot to extermin- 
ate all Hawaiians. 

Rear-Admiral BsardBleo has received a 
report from the ciptain of the United States 
ship Honnington, which states thab one 
death from oholora occurred on that vessel. 
No mention ia mado of other cases on that 
vessel, and the admiral does not credit the 
statement made in a letter by Ensign Blue 
that there were six oasoa on tho Bennington. 

Mr. Blue, of the Bennington In a letter of 
August 23, says, cholera broko out in tho is- 
lands two weeks previously, and wub con- 
stantly on the incroaBO. Tho death rate 
daily was six, and of all who contracted the 
disease only one esoaped with his life. On 
Septembor 3, two days beforo the sailing of 
the Mariposa, Ensign Blue stated thab six 
men were down with the disease on board 
the Bennington, and that ono sailor had 
died. Tho oruiser's Burgeon had made a 
careful microscopic examination of tho ox- 
crota of sick patients, and pronounced the 
disease to bo a virulent type of Asiatic 
cholera. It ia stattd here thut the U. 8. 
authorities will assist tho stato and local 
officers in preventing the entrance of the 
disease Into thiB country. Ho thought this 
could bo accomplished by exercising duo dil- 
igence. 

In San Franciaoo thero ia general indigna- 
tion at the action of tho quarantine o'Jijera 
In permitting the Bteamer Australia to come 
alongside a city dock half an hour after her 
arrival from an infected port. The board of 
health at a special meeting to enneider the 
epidemic at Honolulu, declared Honolulu to 
be an infected port and all veeBola coming 
froca that or any other port in Hawaii will bo 
quarantined until the passengers, crew and 
baggage have been fumigated. The state 
board of health will take steps to guard all 
ports in California. 

Washington, Sept. 16. — Dr. Wyman, 
surgeon-general of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, speaking of the cholera In Honolulu, 
said that tho quarantine service on the Paci- 
fic coast ia in very good condition. Every 
port of entry has been inapt c ud by a regu- 
lar marino hospital officer, and compliance 
with the treasury regulations assured. 

Tacoma, Sept. 10. — Under date of Sept. 
!), the Hawaiian department of foreign af- 
fairs writes to Consul J. T. Steeb, of this 
port, as follows regarding the cholera : 
"Since Ang. 17, when cholera appeared 
here in Honolulu, there have been 31 
deaths, one recovery and soven in the hos- 
pital, a total of 39 oases. None of the 
white residents of the city have boon at- 
tacked, the disease confining itself so far to 
the native Hawaiians. No danger is appre- 
hended that the white population will be 
affected. This island, Oahu, is in a'rict 
quarantine, and the most rigorous measures 
have boen taken to Btamp out tho plague."

•' ARE PARENTS A FAILURE? " 

To the Editor: — Your excellent and 
timely leader of September 15 is worthy of 
universal Btudy. To the writer it appears 
that very much of tho conduct of parentB 
mast be set down against governments. Our 
local government undertakes the duties of 
pirents. The education of children Is free.; 
the coat boing pnid by the publio at large, 
bat tho majority of those sending children 
to the schools pay little or nothing to tho 
public (xchequer on this behalf, 
The little oneB aro Bent to school— the par- 
ents make I he teachers the parents, and so 
neglect their own dutiee. True it is that, 
whilst a child is in school the teaoht-rc stand 
in loco paruifU for tho time boing .; but it Is 
only for the time boing; tho roally moral 
education muab be cared for by those at 
homo. Aro they capablo of, or, capable, 
willing to do their duty 1 What people .get 
gratia is but little valued— eo with educa- 
tion — and it has also the additional draw- 
back of benumbing self -reliance. Had peo- 
ple to pay in eouio moasuro, exortiou would 
have to be ueed, and tho parents would have 
a great deal more regard for education and 
would help the children at home. 

What is the caae now! ParentB want 
their children to bogln whoro they them- 
solves loavo off; the preliminery otepa of in- 
dustry, persoveranao and solf reliance, 
wheroby they obtained thoir cmiuonce, arc 
entirely ignorod — particularly, perhaps, in 
the case of females. Manual labor, by any 
who havo risen to tho higher schools, Is con- 
sidered derogatory, henco all want to Iivo 
on — what many have nob — wits and 
bralmi. ThiB leads to bad results. The 
animal propensity, in a small or great 
degreo, of getting by fair means or foul 
what it ucnirec, exists In tuas -'.so ; but man 
wants more, viz , to bo rloh, to be luxurious, 
" Mako monoy, honorably if you can, but 
make money." This bad axiom ia para- 
mount on this continent, and posaibly on 
the earth at largo, loading to tho chioinery 
bo prevalent and yet so little despised. 
How much of this may be traoed to educa- 
tion (not moaning that of British Columbia 
Alone) at school, and how muoh to parental 
eduoation at homo, ono does not pretend 
to judge. After all is Baid, are not the 
mo j orlty of children worthy of their descent 1 
The minority must nob be considered the 
rule. 

Given a world in whloh every one, more 
or loss dishonest, is desirous of pomp, dis- 
play and luxury — to bo satisfied somehow 
or other, save by honesty ; encouragod in 
Its ooureo by a government formed by them- 
nolvee suitable to their purposes, then the 
children will be found obedient — to the 
character and example of their surround- 
logs.

FBAKER'S FRAUD, 

A Remarkable Insurance Case Up for 
Trial-A Well Planned 
Scheme, 

Loaded Dp With Policies He Pretends 
to Have Been Drowned and 
Disappears- 



Richmond, Mo , Sopb. 16 —To morrow 
will opon hore tho preliminary hearing in 
the ciao ot Dr. G. W. Frakor, a professional 
attacho of the leading hotol at Excelsior 
Springs, a famous hoalth resort near Kansas 
City. Ho ib oharged by A. S. Van Vanden- 
berg, representing tho Kansas Mutual Life 
Association of Topeka, Kansas, with having 
on the loth day of May, 1S92, and on the 
20th day of February, 1893, the defendant, 
Fraker, obtained from the Mutual Life As- 
sociation two polioies of insurance for §5,000 
each, and that on the 10th day of July, 
1893, he attempted to defraud the associa- 
tion by protending to lose his life by drown- 
ing in tho Missouri river. 

The case for tho prosecution is that, with 
certain companions, tho Doctor went fish- 
ing on the Missouri river one day, and uf r er 
dark, while in company of Georgo Harvey, 
James Triplett and Jake Crowley, a negro, 
he disappeared and was seen no more. 
These panics afterwards sworo positively 
thut ttioy witnessed his drowning, while 
rowing in a leaky boat, but after a strict 
saarcli his body ould not bo found. Some 
throe or four months previously he had be- 
gun loading op with lifo insurance, taking 
$10,000 in the Kansas Mutual Lit- Corn- 
puny, of Topeka; $15,000 in the Hartford 
Life Annuioy; $15,000 intho.Providence Sav- 
ines ; $10 000 in the Equltablo Life of New 
York, and $S,O00 in benovolent societies; a 
total of $58,000. 

After investigation, all the oompanles, ex- 
cept the Equitable, refused to pay the 
olaima, whereupon Jamos E. Lincoln, the 
oxeoutor of the will, brought suit in the 
Distriot courb at Liberty, Mo., which waB 
aftorwardB transferred to the Circuit court, 
of Kansas City. In the latter part of 1894, 
after an intensely sensational trial, lasting 
two weeks, the ju'y, acting under positive 
instructions from the court, deoljred for the 
defence. A new trial was granted on tech- 
nical points, but in February, 1895, judg- 
ment waB given for the full amounb, and a 
stay of execution grauted for six months 
until August 12,1895. On that date the 
full amount waB paid to the executor, and 
tho companies withdrew their offer of $20,- 
000 reward. 

On the 10th ult. thiB legally dead doctor 
was captured in a wood in tho State of Min- 
nesota. He had boen living near where he 
was found for six months. He admitted his 
identity, and said he did not leave Topeka 
on purpose to defraud the companies, but 
while ho was near tho river he fell in. He 
-swam aoross tho river and got on land 
The next day he read In the papers that ho 
had been drowned, and concluded Id carry 
oub the decoption and allow his heirs to col- 
lect the insurance. This eohomo ho carried 
out by concealing himself In a wood, and 
was so successful as to secure a judgment 
from a aupremo court, by which he was de- 
clared to bo no longer llvtag.

THE EXHIBITION. 

The Nineteenth Annual Exhibition of the 
British Columbia Agricultural and Indus- 
irial Association opons to-day. It will bo, 
ffroza what wo have heard of it, and what it 
anghb to ba, superior to any Exhibition held 
1m this city heretofore. Those yearly exhi- 
•altfons of tho produces of the different in- 
dustries of the Province are intended to de- 
monstrate the progress it ia making In the 
useful arts. And they do thia very effective- 
ly and very satisfactorily. If the Exhibi- 
tion whieb is to be opened to-day is 
compared with one held three, four, 
Svo or six years ago, those who 
roako the comparison oannob bat be 
■truck with the very groat progress which 
Sho Province has mado in all its industries. 
iThe inhabitants of the Province require to 
5>e shown in some impressive manner the 
.groat advances it is oontinually making. 
Its progress, though rapid, is quiet. There 
h very littlo going on that strikes the Im- 
agination as at all surprising. Everyone 
goes about his work in the old way with 
results that are not always to him satisfac- 
tory. 

Ibe British Columbian ia continually 
mooting people who are telling him that the 
Province is not going ahead, that it Is nob in 
a better position than it waa at a certain 
period gome years ago, which his informant 
tells him was British Columbia's golden 
»Ke. And If he is unobservant 
and if the opportunity is nob afforded him of 
comparing the Province's state of advance- 
ment) at that time with its condition now, be 
will be very apt, particularly when the tlmoB 
wa hard, to place scone reliance on the dls- 
jxaj atory told by the praieer of past times. 
But the annuil exhibitions afford him a 
aigaBuro by whioh to teat the acouracy of 
ihe statements of those who deny that the 
Province is advancing. 

?rni|jrB98 is not always readily decerned. 
The population of British Columbia between 
'.ha years 1881 and 1891 increased very 
nearly 99 per cent. Yet nothing extraordi- 
nary happened in thoae ten yeara. Very few 
persons in tho oountry realized that its pop- 
ulation was increasing at such a rapid rate 
»a almost to double itsolf in a single decade, 
Since then there ia good reason to 
believe that tho inhabitants of tho Province 
trs increasing at a still greater ratio. It 
will nob greatly Burpriso us at tho end of 
tho next doconniul period to find that they 
had incroasod at tho rate of two hundred 
por cent, and more. As It is with progress 
in population so it ia with advancement in 
sfcber directions ; it is going on bo quietly 
yet so continuously that there are compara- 
tively few who aro taking note of it — that 
are, in fact, in a position to moasure It with 
any degree of oxaotltudo. But thoae who 
rlew this year's Exhibition intelligently and 
oompare it with tho exhibitions of formor 
yeara cannot bub boo that tho Provinoo haB 
i)i lato been making long strides in tho right 
direction. They will bo able, too, to boo 
the icfluoncoa that are at work whioh aro 
likely to advance it still moro rapidly, 
There are now many signs which go to show 
that tho people not only of British 
Colombia but of tho whole Dominion 
ml of Groat Britain aro beginning to real 
isa the extont and the value of tho reaourcos 
at the province, and that it la on tho 
«vo of a period of progress such ub it has not 
yob soon. If this year's exhibition is taken 
as a starting point, future exhibitions will, 
we havo no doubt, for a long time to como, 
like mile stones. to tho travellor, answer tho 
pnipoao of showing how far it has advanced 
and tho rato at whioh It has been travelling. 

Wo trust that this year's Exhibition will 
ba in ovary reapoot a auocess. The Dlreob 
->ra of tho Association have npared no pains 
io make ib attraotlve and truly representa- 
tive. Wo Blucerely hope that their zeal and 
ihelr energy and their disinterested oxer- 
lions wili meet with tho reward theyj ao 
richly dosorvo. It should be remombored 
\h«t uooceBS moans to them nothing moro 



A STATESMAN'S UTTERANCE. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper delivered a 
happy speech at the opening of tho Toronto 
Exhibition. Ho showed tbab ho believes in 
Canada and is oonfidont of its future. Its 
prosperity, he asserted, does nob depend 
upon any political party. The people have, 
under Providonce, thoir own destiny in their 
own hands. Among other things well 
worth heating, ho said : 

I believe your exhibition ie of grout na- 
tional importance I think, of course, it is a 
great thing that you should briDg together 
tho exhibits of tho different industries and 
of agrlculturo und excite a worthy rivalry 
in that regard, bub above that I see that in 
your wisdom you have asked men, some of 
bhem prominent, somo of them humble, like 
myself, although holding a responsible posi- 
tion in tho Government of this ooun- 
try, to bo prenont to give them an oppor- 
tunity of meeting the intelligent men tbab 
congregate within your gates on these occa- 
sions to say something to stir up the nation- 
al pride. In this you are doing a great 
thing for Canada, and lb will bo my 
duty to-day, as it is my pleasuro, 
to say one or two words ordinary, 
ib ia truo, but, novortholoaa, to speak for 
thoso who remain silent, who havo not my 
opportunity. I would refer to the spirit of 
hope which ia abroad in this country to-day. 
We have had good nows from the West, and 
good news from the West means a great deal 
for Toronto and all East of Toronto ; bub if 
I know anything, then I know that the 
Northwesb Territories and Manitoba oan- 
nob prosper, cannot grow, without your fool- 
ing it almosb aB soon as thoso groat territor- 
ies, and, taking one thing with another, as I 
have done, travelling through the P.-ovincos 
and meeting public and business mon, I bo- 
Hove that the day of doubt has passed from 
this land of ours. I believe that in tho Lib- 
oral and Consorvativo ranks there is to-day 
in Canada a hoalthy feoling. I bslleve that 
Canadians realize that they have not only a 
magnificont horitago, a great country and 
the better half of tho North Amerlaan con- 
tinent, bub that thoro is, after a time of de- 
spondency, a feeling of joy and hope In tho 
breasts of the majority of our countrymen. 
The future of this country ia asBured, no 
matter what men are at the helm of affairs. 
One party or another may promote in a 
Bpeedier manner, may accolerato tho pros- 
perity of thla oountry. Canada has a sure 
and certain foundation for future proaperity, 
and marvellous proaperity at that. 

Theae are the worda not of a partisan poli- 
tician, but of a statesman to whom his coun- 
try la more than his party, and who takes a 
broad view of the conditions on whioh the 
welfare of the Dominion depends. We are 
much mistakon in Sir Charles H. Tupper if 
he doeb not, as he grows older, prove some- 
thing more and something a great deal bet- 
ter than a mere party politician. 



the Legislature of Manitoba to 
the Governor-General in Council, bhab 
minority having made the appeal. 
The question waa in tho arena of Domin- 
ion politioa and Dominion politiciaua, 
whether they liked it or not, muab deal 
wibh ib In Borne way or another. 

Principal Grant muab on reflection aee 
bhab lb waa tho Manitoba minority and not 
the Dominion Govermenb which mads the 
queatlon a Dominion one. Ib was, we know, 
contended thab the function of the Govern- 
or Gsnoral in Counoil was, with regard to 
the queatlon, judicial and not political. Mr. 
McCarthy from the firab contended thab 
tho members of tho Government muat con- 
sider the queatlon aa politicians and not as 
judgeB, and ib was, if we mistake nob,admib- 
ted that in this contention he waB right. 

Tho Government was taunted by the Op- 
position of being afraid to tackle tho ques- 
tion, of trying to ahirk the responsibility 
that constitutionally devolved upon them. 
But they did nothing of the kind. When 
once the decision of tho Privy Counoil 
reaobed Ottawa they did as the Constitu- 
tion directs, and no one has as yat been able 
to show bhab any other courae was open to 
them. Those who study the subjecb olosely 
will aee thab the Government were careful 
bo take the oourae preaorlbei by tho Consti- 
tution, and not to go a single hairabroeilth 
boyoul lb. They had what they musb havo 
known waa a most importanb and an excood 
Ingly difliculr duty to perform, and thoy 
performed it dlscrootly and conscientiously, 
and without, as we bolieve, making any 
" miatake."

A GOOD CITIZEN. 



AN UNDESERVED REPROACH. 

The Wlnnipog Nor'- Wester In reply to 
the statement made by Prinoipal Grant in 
his letter to the Toronto Globo that "the 
Federal Goverment has thrown ib (the 
Manitoba tuhool quostloc) into the arena of 
Dominion politics," says : 

With all deference to the judgment and 
the disinterested spirit with which Principal 
Grant wrote this lettor, one would like to 
know what possible object the Dominion 
Government could have had in. throwing this 
vexatious question " into tho arena of Dom- 
inion politics. " Tho greotesb enemy of tho 
Conservative cabinet will not accuse it of 
hunting for trouble. If ib were possible, it 
is nob unreasonable to supposo that such a 
troublesome, party splitting question would 
hnvo been left severely alone by the 
Dominion Government. Liberals do not 
charge the members of tho oabineb with 
undue tenderness of consclenoo, or that 
they wore merely actuated by a sense of jus- 
tice in framing the remedial order. Thoy 
say, however, In effeot that the Dominion 
Government was influenced by political 
roaBona and tbab the government was com- 
pelled to take thoaotion it did by the Roman 
Catholio minority in Manitoba and the sup- 
porters of separate aahools. Now, the gov- 
ernment of Sir Mackonzio Bowoll either had 
a right to hoar tho appeal of the Roman 
Catholio minority for redreaa or It had not. 
If it were not compolled to liston to tho ap 
peal and wae influenced by political roaaona 
It would have been tho height of folly in a 
party aenae to throw " into tho arena of 
Dominion politics " a quoBtion fraught with 
such danger to any administration. There 
was tho danger, if Separato achoola wore 
restorod In Manitobu, of allocating ultra- 
ProtestantB, not only In that province but 
in tho others, while if the appeal of the 
Catholic minority was rofusod, tho Province 
of Qui boo would go over to tho enemy. In 
any event tho Dominion Government stood 
to Ioso. Liberals will certainly not say that 
under thoBO clrcumatanaeB tho Conservative 
government throw tho sohool question "into 
tho arena of Dominion politios." There 
waa nothing in this wido world in a party 
senBO to bo gained by bo doing. 

Tho Nor'-WoBtor Is right. The Manitoba 
school question was a moBt unwolcomo ono 
to tho Consorvativo Government and the 
Conservative party. They would nob havo 
touohod it if thoy oould by any honorablo 
moana have avoided it. Bub thoy wore 
from the first holpleBB in tho matter. They 
could not provent tho minority in tho Prov 
ince fooling aggriovod at tho Local Govern- 
ment's school legislation. Thoy could not 
hinder tho minority from proceeding to test 
tho constitutionality of thab legislation in 
tho courts and taking thoir oaao to tho Privy 
Counoil. It was altogether out of their 
power to prevent the minority appealing to 
the Governor Gonoral-in-Council for romo 
dial legislation. Whon tho Judioial Com 
mittoo of tho Privy Counoil deoidod that 
the appeal of tho Manitoba min 
orlty wua constitutional tho school quoBticn 
waa thrown into tho arena of Dominion 
politioa. There Is no power in tho Dominion 
or in tho Empire (for that matter) to keop ib 
out of that " arona." Tho Manitoba Aob is 
oloar on bhat poinb ; ib says In sub-aootion 
('_') of aeotioa 22 : 

An appeal shall lie to tho Governor-Gen- 
eral in Counoil from any Act or decision of 
tho Legislature of tho Provinoa or of any 
Provincial authority, affeoting any right pr 
privilege of the ProtoBtant or Roman 
Catholio minority of the Quoen'a Bubjcc:s in 
relation to Education, " 

Ib muab ho admlbted that whon tho Judi- 
cial Commlttoeof tho Privy Counoil decided 
bhab bhe Roman Catholic minority had tho 
right to appoal from the decision of 



Tho death of Hon. T. H. Haviland, late 
Governor ]of Prince Edward Island, is an- 
nounced. Mr. Haviland had for a long time 
been ono of tho loading men of that Prov- 
inoo. He was a staunch and consistent Con- 
servative. He representor tho constituency 
of Gaorgetown In tho Provincial Legislature 
for many yeara. Ho wsb a member of sev- 
eral looal Governmenta and hold importanb 
offioea. He was one of the Fathers 
of Confederation, having represented 
Prlnoe Edward Island ab the Quoboo 
Conference. He waa for many yoara one of 
bhe Sonatora of the Dimlnion and was after- 
wards Governor of his native Provlnoe. He 
waa a public-spirited man of considerable 
ability. H1b oharaoter was unblomlahed. 
There wore few men in the Province bettor 
liked than the Hon. T. H. Haviland, and 
none more reapecbsd. Ae a publio man he 
was sain peur et *ani re'proche, and aa a 
private citizen he was hold in high osteem 
by men of all classes, all parties and all 
oreeda. Few men who have taken a pro- 
minent parb in publio life have left behind 
them a fairer record than Thomas Heath 
Haviland.

TO-DAY AND FOLLOWING DAYS. 
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ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING. 



Its Itoet'iit and Rapid Development Upon 
the Continent. 

Before t\ recent meeting of tho Ameri- 
can Institute of Electiiuul Engineers 
Mr. H. Ward Leimuril tloHvcTid an in- 
teresting a<ldro8fi upon electrical engi- 
neering developments in Franco and 
England as contrasted with tlio.se in 
America. In its eomrnerciul develop- 
ment of eleotlicity America is placed 
first — iu fact, far in advance of the old 
•world countries — but considered from an 
ongincering standpoint Mr. Leonard 
thinks the United Stutos is losing the 
lead it lias thus far held. Ee lays 'the 
respousibilityfor thiB condition of affairs 
tilniost entirely at the door of the great 
electrical monopolies, "which have stood 
in tho way of progress, and particularly 
in preventing the trial of devices and 
systems of which Europe presents varie- 
ties unknown to us. Ho questions what 
has been done in this country in the 
way of electrical engineering develop- 
ment sinco Edison started his three wire 
lightning distribution at Sunbury, Pa. , 
in 188!!, and Wcstiughouso established 
his alternating system ■with 1,000 volt 
primary and 50 volt secondary a few 
years later, and Sprapio stiu-ted tho 
Richmond electric railroad in 1887. 
'.'There has of coarse been great extension 
o.f installation along these lines. 

Wo have, Mr. Leonard says, the best 
tluvo wire central station plants in the 
world'. Also the best alternating sys- 
tem, converting from 1,000 to 50 volts, 
buf\so have practically no other kind 
of central station to point to. We are 
opera it ing COO volt continuous current 
electric railways at distances for which 
2,000 volts should be used instead of 
500, and after investing nioro money in 
coppen per car than the entire cost of the 
electri cal equipment "we still lose twice 
as inunh energy as is commercial in the 
line. In England in alternating systems 
a three wire secondary is used with 100 
volts (in each Hide, and, according to 
Mr. Leonard's view, there was no ex- 
cuse exisept patents for a 50 volt two 
wire siixxmdary originally, and none 
save the dnertia and prejudice of a large 
corporation for continuing to put in tho 
two wire* secondary today. 

Rotarr transformers aro used in sev- 
eral Ktatdons in England for a continu- 
ous cnrrcuit, high potential multiple arc 
distribution, the secondary being a three 
wire system, and some American inven- 
tions not. patented in England aro found 
to have biaen utilized in central stations 
there, while thoy have been neglected 
in the lamlof their inception. — Provi- 
denoo Joivmal. 



A Strog With Four Wintrs. 

Tho curiosity of tropical Africa is tho 
wonderful Hying frog, first described by 
Bishoff of tho equatorial African expe- 
dition, which returned to Enrope in tho 
fall of 180-1. This oddity of tho reptilo 
family is about tho sizoof a common 
bullfrog and resembles other members 
of tho order of batrachiaus in every- 
thing but ftts feet, each of which is 
webbed and enormously enlarged, so 
much so as to form splendid substitutes 
for truo wings. Tho creature has five 
toes on each of tho other two, which 
makes four separate membranes on each 
of its hind feet and three on each foro 
foot, or 14 in all. In his def ription of 
it Bishoff sajs, "Each leg erminates 
in a sort of fitn, and with these the lit- 
tle reptilo paddles the air like a locust, 
or liko a partially fledged bird testing 
its pinions for tho first time. " 

Although somewhat awkward in its 
flight,, the winded frog can dart through 
the air at a speed of about ten yards per 
second and can keep itself going for- 
ward at that rate for from 10 to 15 sec- 
onds. The average distance covered by 
these spurts of grasshoppcrlike flight is 
from 75 to 125 yards, but Bishoff men- 
tions instances where tho flying frog 
cleared Handy stretches 200 yards iu 
•width. — St. Louis Republic.

An English army officer tells an 
amusing story of an incident that oc- 
curred at Maidstone many years ago, 
in Me time of the old cavalry depot. 
On a certain very foggy night there was 
a complete silence, broken only by the 
voicivs of the sentries who, at regular 
intervals, passed the nsnal word down 
the line. Tho officer woke up just as 
tho u:mal watch was passing, and this 
was what, he heard: First sentry, "No. 
1, and all's well!" Then there was 
silence for a moment, and a voice called 
into the darkness, "No. :i. and all's 
well, and No. 3's asleep!'' Before No. 
■i could take up tho thread of the pro- 
ceedings! a voico in which more than a 
suspicion of slumber remained cried 
harriedly, "No. 2, and all's well, and 
No. 8 'a a liar I"

to such decoctions of roots or other sub- 
stances as were deemed beneficial in 
medical prentice. Then, as these were 
frequently sweetened, it came to mean 
any sweet concoction or confection, and 
lastly, as morasses was tho sweetest of 
all, this name was exclusively applied 
to sirup.

OFFICIAL WHIPPING. 

How Iloy Criminals Aro I'unlslicd by 
Tlmishiujr In England. 

Boys who aro found guilty of minor 
Offenses in England are sentenced by the 
judges to a sound thrashing at the hands 
of the policeman. Hero is a description 
■of it taken from an English paper : 

The birch is a very different instru- 
ment of torture from iho eat. Tho for- 
mer is made tip of a numbor of long 
birch twigs, while tho latter is really a 
whip with nine knotted small cord 
lashes When tho cat is administered, 
the prison doctor must bo present, but 
when tho birch is put on it is only nec- 
essary for tho inspector or superintend- 
ent of police to witness it, although the 
parents or near relatives of a boy sen- 
tenced to be flogged may bo present at 
tho castigation. When a doso of tho cat 
is dealt out, uouo but those connected 
with the prison aro allowed to bo there. 

Liko the cat the birch may bo made a 
very severe punishment or a compara- 
tively trivial affair, not merely accord- 
ing to tho number of strokes, but from 
the instructions given the constable who 
is told off to do tho flogging. I have 
seeu a boy after six strokes resemble 
nothing so much as a piece of raw beef 
and bleeding fearfully, while I have 
also seen a boy after six strokes merely 
a trifle red. 

Home policemen dread the duty of 
flogging, and after the first two strokes 
get a sharp order to "hit tho boy and 
not play witli him." Other constables 
delight in thi' work and boast of their 
ability to draw blood at tin- first stroke. 

Various modes of administering the 
punishment obtain in different parts of 
tho country. In sonio places boys are 
placed face downward ou a form. One 
constable holds his arms and head firm- 
ly, while another does him tho same 
service with his legs, and the third ad- 
ministers the punishment. 

In other prisons the culprit is placed 
on a constable's back, and as ho sits 
there with his arms around tho officer's 
neck, awaiting "the event, " his attitude 
strikes a spectator nioro as one of affec- 
tion than discomfort, Another way is bo 
compel a boy to lean over a chair as if 
ho were praying, then run a strap right 
around his legs and the legs of the chair, 
a constable holding his head and arms 
from the other side. — Brooklyn Eagle. 

THROUGH OTHER .EYES. 



l,ffe at Harvard College From tin* EngllHli 
Point, of View. 

The student life of America is emi- 
nently an American institution. It has 
grown up in an odd compound of native 
manners and foreign influences, which 
form an essentially new product. It is a 
good deal more complex in its organiza- 
tion than anything known on the Isis or 
the Cam. Tliero is more dotails iu it, 
and consequently less breadth of effect. 

The university organizations aro in- 
numerable. Men aro banded togother in 
college clubs for every conceivablo pur- 
pose of study or amusement. Their bond 
of union may be (heir attempt to talk 
Greek with the accent of modern Attica, 
or it may lie only a passion for domi- 
uos, but it has all tho notes of institu- 
tion in its machinery of committee, 
president and secretaries. Great variety 
of life (tomes from the differences in for- 
tune among tho students, but of late 
years tliero has been a laudable attempt 
ou tho part of the university and college 
authorities to introduce a more uniform 
simplicity. Plain living is the cry, and 
with this secured it is believed tho 
thinking will tako care of itself. 

At Harvard somo time ago Professor 
Palmer trieil to discover how far the liv- 
ing bad departed from tho philosophic 
standard by asking somo hundreds of 
students for a return of their annual ex- 
penditure. The answers showed that 
Harvard at least had nothing to be 
ashamed of. Many of the students, less 
than a fourth, spent less than £ ISO a 
year; some less than £100. Tho averago 
probably did not amount to tho £200 a 
year which tho professor regards as an 
entirely adequate allowance for both 
ease and renficment. Yale is less costly 
than Harvard, so these institutions at 
least are not open to the reproach that 
they have introduced the millionaire in- 
to American university life. — London 
News. 



Tho Duke of York's Baby.

HOW THEY CAGE TIGERS. 

A Little Bundle «r Blazing Straw Fricht- 
ena tho Wildest Beast. 

A writer who paid a Visit to Jamrach'a 
wild beast establishment iu London has 
this to .say : 

Now, there are at the moment I am 
Writing two beautiful Bengal tiger cubs 
iu ono of tho cages. Tho cubs aro old 
Bnough to be dangerous, so if I toll you 
tho way I saw them put into tho cago 
thoy now inhabit you will know a littlo 
of how wild animals aro transferred 
from one place of couliuomout to another. 

Tho boxes that tigers and lions como 
in aro not very big — just big enough to 
allow tho inmates to lio comfortably. 
Ibis, besides saving freight, prevents the 
animal from using his full strength, 
and perhaps in caso of fright or frenzy 
from bursting tho box. 

Well, the box with tho tiger cubs was 
placed in front of and partly in tho open 
cage, A sliding door in tho box was 
thou lifted, and tho cubs darted forward 
at tho meat that, was lying in tho far 
corner of tho cage to tompt them. Mean- 
whilo tho box was quickly withdrawn, 
and the barred gato of tho cago was 
quickly shut. 

It is easy, however, to transfer an ani- 
mal from a confined box to a largo cago. 
Hois going then from captivity to com- 
parative liberty. It is not so easy — 
dood it is extremely difficult — to get him 
to go through tho reverse process, to 
walk from a largo eago into a box. If 
there be time, ho can always bo made 
to do it quietly enough. 

Give him no food in tho largo cago, 
but put it iu the box. Ho may even hold 
out for days. Hunger, howovcr, will 
prove in the end stronger than his fears, 
and he will, with a growl, mako a dash 
for tho joints, when tho trap will bo 
closed against him. 

It isn't, always possible to wait for 
hunger to mako him submit. Perhaps 
tho animal is wanted tomorrow, and 
tho dealer has got tho order only today 
and must catch tho train with him at -1 
o'clock in the afternoon. What is to be 
dono now? 

Hero man's superior intelligence 
shows itself. It is fear that prevents tho 
animal from entering tho box, and this 
fear must be overcome by a grcator fear. 
This is an easy matter to tho animal 
dealer, with his knowledge of animals. 

Ho simply sets light ton littlo bundle 
of dry straw in tho cago. This is enough. 
Tho animal's fear of firo makes him fly 
at any outlet of escape — Little Folks.

AN EXPRESSMAN'S HARVEST. 



Qneer Things tho Northern Soldiers Sent 
Home From tho War. 

Tho greatest harvest reaped by tho 
principal express companies was daring 
tho hi to war of tho robollion, when ev- 
erything was sent and received by ex- 
press, no matter what the cost. The 
writer of this sketch had a varied and 
somewhat tedious experience in the busi- 
ness during that protracted disturbance, 
and was witness to many scenes of som- 
ber nud many of a humorous character. 
Theso were mostly seen in tho returns 
from tho seat of war just after a battle. 

Sometimes after a victorious Federal 
action, or tho capture of a robol town, 
tho officers, as well as tho men, made a 
practice of sending homo trophies thoy 
had captured. Theso often were house- 
hold effects of comparatively littlo val- 
ue, and cost tho recipients at homo a 
largo tax for express transportation. 
Sometimes live stock was sent, consist- 
ing largely of dogs and donkeys, some- 
times a singing bird, or fowls of pecul- 
iar breed. On ono occasion a stalwart 
negro follow was received at tho Boston 
office, stmt by an officer who found h« 
could do nothing elso with him and 
thought he might bo of uso on his farm 
at home. The grinning darky had a card 
firmly fastened about his neck, giving 
tho address where to laud him, with this 
direction: "Feed and grub this nigger 
all that ho needs. " 

It was sad, however, to seo tho 
rough boxes often piled up outside tho 
ofllco containing the remains of tho 
boys in blue sent home for burial among 
tho scones which they had left a short 
timo before for the southern battlefields. 
Theso relics often proved a burdensome 
cost to their bereaved families at home. 
Wo were always glad to forward remit- 
tances of money to the oftentimes dis- 
tressed ones at homo. Tho business 
transacted by some of tho big oxprosses, 
Adams & Co., for instance, was of enor- 
mous proportions, and added largely to 
tho wealth of many proprietors, tho tor- 
riblo war proving a godsend to them at 
loast. — Boston Transcript.

All Tenders for Civic Supplies to Be 
Dealt With Publicly in 
Fatiire. 

View Street Paving to Go On-Tlie 
Oaklands Fire Hall— The 
Legal Advisers, 

At tho regular weekly council mooting 
last evening there wero present Mayor 
To'igua, presiding, and Aid. Cameron, Bragg, 
William3, WilBon, lI.ioT.iUan and Hum 
phrey. 

Ald. Br AGO, rising to a ijueBtion of. privl 
lego, called attontion to a letter from Aid 
Maomillan which appeared in tho Colonist 
last week in connection with tho eowor pipe 
o intract, and which ho said not only bustled 
with figures whtoh wore not in accordance 
with tho facta, bub used only the weak argu 
ment, " you're another," in making rtiiac- 
tionB upon other aldermen. He thought 
that if any member of tho board had any 
criticism of another to make, ho should ex 
p.-eas himself at tho meetings of the board 
and not first rush into print. Ho contended 
that bo far at loaBt as tho electric light com 
mittee, of which he ia chairman, la con 
cerned, the argument "you're another' 
dooB not apply. 

Ald Macmillan argued at length that 
Aid. Bragg's committee had done as alleged 
in his lotttr. 

An invitation to attend at tho opening of 
tho exhibition to-day was accepted, tho 
Mayor remarking, " You get yonr tickotB at 
the wicket, betore you go in, gentlemen," 
An application that the annual grant to the 
exhibition association should bo forthwith 
mailed to the treasurer, was referred to the 
finance committee, Aid. Cameron declarltg 
that the corporation is not, so far as he is 
aware, committed to tho grant. 

Mra. Mary Hooper, Lanadowne road, ap 
plied for exemption from taxation on her 
property,if, ai she believed, poople over (10 
are exempt. She will be Informed that the 
exemption does not apply to roal estate. 

Ebarts & Taylor, city solicitors, wrote 
reporting tho receipt of demands from 
Thornton Fell for S160 for costs in 
four assessment appeals in which ho had ap- 
peared on behalf of appellants ; and from 
Drake, Jaokaon & Helmckcc, who appeared 
for Senator Macdonald, for §40. Referrod 
to finance oommittee.

He statod that, as will bo seen from the 
above, the assessment has been defeated in 
every oiae except that of View street, 

Ald. Williams moved that the work of 
block-paving View Btreot bo proceeded with. 
He thought a good opportunity would thus 
be presented to make a tost of block pave- 
ment, and stated that if this street ba paved 
he will have the blocks extended across 
Broad street, to his bnlldiog, which faces 
View. 

After Aid. Macmillan and Bragg had 
spoken in its favor the motion was adopted 

Electrio light superintendent Hutchison 
reported that as the light desired at the 
corner of Beta and Alpha streets would be 
on the Victoria West cirouit, whioh is al- 
ready fully loaded, it cannot bo placed. Ho 
also reported that a spare armature is re- 
quired ; and he advised that a quantity of 
old material bo Bold. Referred to com- 
mittee. 

H, Fairall wrote complaining tine tho E, 
& N. railroad occupies a Btroot in Victoria 
Weot, to the exclusion of vehicular triitlie ; 
and W, J L?dicgham wrote with reference 
to tho samo matter that tho railway people 
had told him, when a member of the coun 
oil, that the road is closed for safety only, 
and will bo opened when required. Refer- 
red toatroetB committee and city barristore. 

Tenders for polico clothing woro received, 
from J. W. Creighton, VV. D. Kinnaird, 
Wm. Stewart and ThomaB & Grant, each 
encloeing a varlty of oamplefl with prices at- 
tiched Thero were two tondorn for hoots 
— H. Mansoll at $0, and Geo. H. Maynard 
at ?5-i. Reforred tu committee to award. 

A petition received in response to the in- 
vitation for tendora for printing was road. 
This ueked thattho woik bo dividod amongst 
tho several printing olfioes in tho olty, 
and stated tho priioi at which it 
would bo done. Retorted to the printing 
committee. 

C. E. King and twelve othor dairymen 
wrote requesting the council to postpone 
action on tho dairymen's by-law for two 
weeke, while they look into tho mattor. 
Request granted. 

A petition from residents of Oaklands 
asking that tho Mewbuin site on tfco Lunu- 
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downo road be chosen for the proponed fire 
hall, was received and tabled. 

Several routine reports from committees 
were received and adopted. A report from 
the finincs committee reoommonding that 
tho claim of Rev. T. W. Glover for com- 
pensation for being struck by a street oar 
in Victoria West, be not entertained, was 
also adopted. 

The fire wardenB reported amongst other 
thlngB that the tender of F. C. Holdon for 
five mileB of copper wire has been accepted. 

The maikot committee in their roport 
stated that the bill for light for the Salva- 
tion Army food and shelter homo in the city 
markeb building was for August §28 85, and 
that It would certainly inoreaao during tho 
wintor months. They objeoted to having 
this charged against tho market. It waB 
decided that the Army be informed that 
thoy must pay for tho lighting in future. 

A report from tho stroets oommittee de- 
olared that In the matter of Tom Rains' 
letters with reference to the lano botween 
Menzlea and Lewie stroets tho olty barrist 
ers bob no ooouslon for the oity to interfere, 
Thoy did notr recommend tho construction 
of a six foot cement sidewalk on Pandora 
street, the city to contribute 7i oontB per 
square foot, there being no funds for the 
purpoBO. This last matter was referrod 
bick for further consideration. 

With reference to the proposed Oiklands 
fire hall tho committeo recommended that 
as tho money would como out of tho streets 
appropriation it would bo hotter to lay a 
four-foot eidowalk, and to send out a hoeo 
reel if any resident will houao it. Aftor a 
long discussion tho mattor was laid over for a 
week on tho deciding voto of tho Mayor, tho 
other "ayes" being Aid. Wilson, Bragc 
and Williams. Tho point in diaputo is 
whether tho monoy availablo shall bo laid 
out tor a proper shed to houso tho reel, or 
for a sidewalk. 

Ald BrAOG moved that in future whon 
over tonders are called for for a supply of 
material thoy shall bo laid before tho oity 
council beforo any contract In exceBB of S50 
is awarded. His idea was, he said, to pre 
vent a repetition of the sewer pipo contraot 
affair, that being claimed to bo according to 
tho present rule. At Aid. Maamillan's Eug 
geation tho resolution was amended t< 
road: "That for all purohasos of ma 
torial tor city purposes exceeding $50, ten 
ders bo called in a local daily and such ten 
dors bo oponod beforo the council." This 
was adopted unanimously, though Aid, 
Bragg expressed himself as not sure that 
tho change was an Improvement, aa in somo 
instances the plan might not work well. 

Ald. Bragg moved that tho oity engineer 
be asked to roport upon the beat manner of 
safe-guarding against accident because of 
tbo open water course on tho Lansdowne 
road. Carried. 

Ald Wilson inquirod why tho gentle- 
man chosen as city solicitor some weeks ago 
has not yet entored upon his duties. 

The 'Mayor said the hitch occurred be- 
ciuse of tho desire to lay down a hard and 
fast ruleaB to tho duties of tbo tlfiae. 

Ald Cameron called tho attention of tho 
Mayor, as a polico commissioner, to the fact 
that some pereonB havo been sticking pos 
ters on tho electric light poles— for instance 
on the Btreet leading to the park.
